‘Made in Canada’’ exhibition train 
which was in Camrose a short — time 
ago, sent out the following article 


from this district. ' 
‘While the whole central Alberta, 
generally speaking is adapted to mix- 
ed farming, including dairying, the 
district traversed by the mede-in-Caz! 
ada train from Olds, Innisfail and Red 
Deer eastward for seventy-five miles 
and north for a similar distance is 
not excelled by any western area for 
all the purposes of diversified agricult 
ure. Within this area, in addition to 
the place mentioned are Lacombe, Po- 
jmoka, Wetaskiwin, Tofield, Holden, V 
King, Wainwright, Camro3e, Daysland, 
Stroira, Sedgewick, New Norway, Mir 
ror, Alix and other towns which are 
‘quickly becomiag local centres of 
| mixed agriculture. This year the pro- 
duction of butter and eggs in this 
area will run iato millions if dollars j 
the increase to date in dairy products 


eggs and poultry being fully three 
hundred per cent, over last year. 
With all this inereased production 


prices are higher than iast year, show 
ing that the demand is far in gdvan- 
ce of the supply. In fact, in this sa- 
me district large quantities of butter 
are imported from Ontario and eggs 
from the linited States. Farmers 
who are in the mixed farmins; business 
get spot cash for their produce when 
brought to market.

It is said that of all living creatu- 
res, the gopher is the oné most ‘per- 
fectly adapted to digging, in the 
ground. This is short-legged, almost 
rhekless, without visible ears and 
with cxtromely small eyes. In its tun 
neling work the gopher employs its 
long powerful front teeth asa pick 
to loosen the ground. At the  satie 
‘time the fore feet, which are armed 
{with long curved claws, the sides oi 
the toes being lined, in turn with 
/bristles that prevent the passage of 
dirt between them, are hard at work 
iboth in digsing and pressing; tke 
|carth back under the body. There 
the hind feet take it and push it far- 
ther back. : 
| Whena suficient auaatity of carth 
has heen accumulated in the rear of 
,the gopher, the animal whits about 
wad by bringing his ‘wrists’! togct-- 
‘her under his chin, with the palms 
of the ‘“‘hartis’’ held vertically. he 
pusheg the capth vue in trop, A 
‘gopher will move backward ‘just as 
rapidly as forward, and he caa push 
the soil either way. His movements 
in excavation are almost as rapid and 
automatic as that of a shuttle. It has

been estimated that a pocket gopher’ 


can make 200° complete stroses with 
his teeth in one minute, The jaws 
ate so arranged that 38 distinct sin- 
gle cuts are made by the forward 
stroke of the jaw, and 28 by the back 
ward stroke. Thus, it will be seen 
the jaws of this curious little cregtu- 
re may accomplish a grand total . of 
13200. cuts a minute when in active

‘The posket-gopher digs ‘as long as 
he lives, extending his burrow  fnom 
year to year. He digs all summer 
and generally all winter, since he’ is 
not a hibernating arfimal., 

If a gopher in captivity finds a 
whole potato, he will cut off littie sli 
ces, trimming them to suitable shape 
with his sharp teeth, and transfer 
them to his cheek-pouches by a swift 
movement, To remove them from the 
pouch he presses his fore feet firmly 
against the sides of his head and car- 
ries themy rapidly forward, dumping 
the contents of the pouches on the 
ground before him. These pouches are 
often packed so full of bits of roots 
stems and leaves as to. give the go--- 
pher a strongly distorted appearance-

REDISTRIBUTION BILL DUH NEXT 
PARLIAMENT 


Ottawa, July 24.—A general redis-- 
tribution bill, necessitated by the cen 
sus, is due in the Canadian parliam-- 
ent and it is wholly probable that it 
will be brought down at the next ses- 
sion, says the Citizen today., 

ft is the usual system; to introduce 
& bill on general lines and to leat: ta 
committee, the work of adjusting the 
boundaries’ of the constituencies’ and 
determining the principle upon which 
the redistribution is to be made. The 


lower provinces stand to lose a_ few 
seats and Ontario Likewise but the 
west will gain correspondingly. Both 


Montreal and Toronto will be entiled 
to more members at the expense of 
the rural districts. The procedure gen 
erally followed however, is to conceda 
to rural countries a smaller unit of 
population than:is required in city di- 
visions to entitle to parliamentary, re 
presentation. 

As announced in the fall for the pro- 
vincial conference here in October, the 
question of Maritime province repre-- 
sentation will be discussed. They 
Wish to hold what they now have and 
this claim is being emphazied apart 
from politics altogether. At the last 
conference, however,. the other. prov-- 
inces were not wholly sympathetic to 
the scheme though no definite conclu- 
sion was ‘arrived at. Meanwhile there 
is every likelihood 
tion bill next’ session and 
nents to that end are in progress.

AN ARCTIC ADVENTURE. 
Nansen’s Daring and Perilous Swim 
For His Drifting Boats. 

: Among the perilous adventures of 
the Nansen arctic expedition was the 
varrow escape of Nansen and Johan- 
Zen oo their return trip to the Kram 
after their unsuccessful dash for the 
pole. After many months of hardship 

_@ narrow channel opened in the Ice, 
aad they launched the two light kalaks 

that they bad carried on their sledges 

for more than a year, A few days aft- 


erward disaster nearly put an end to | 


the expedition, The incident is related 
in “The Siege and Conquest of the 
North Pole,’”’ by Mr. George Bryce. 

In the evening their legs felt stiff 
with sitting in the kuiaks all day, and 
they Innded on the edge of the ice so 
that they might stretch them a little. 
After the kalaks, which were lashed 
together, bad been moored by means 
of one of the braces they ascended a 
bummock close by and had been stand: 
tpg there only a moment when Juban« 
sen raised the cry that the kaiaks were 
adrift. 

They ran to the edge of the ice, but 
the boats were already a little way off 
and were drifting quickly, ‘Che post- 
tion was a terrible one, for all they 
possessed was on board. Nansen at 
once threw off some of his clothing, 
‘handed his watch to Johansen and 
sprang into the icy water. He knew 
that if the boats were lost it meant 
death to him and his companion. At 
first' it seemed more than doubtful 
whether he could manage to regain 
them. When he got tired he turned 
over and swam:on his back. At length 
be gained a little and redoubled his 
exertions. 

By this time Nansen felt his Hmbs 
stiffening and losing all feeling. His 
strokes’ beenme more and more feeble, 
but the distance from the kaiaks be- 
eame shorter, und at last he was .able 
to grasp n snowshoe that lay across 
the sterns. He now tried to pull him- 
self up, but bis hody was so stiff with 
cold that he could not du so. After a 
j little he managed to swing one leg up 

to the edge of the sledge that was 

lushed to the deck and then raised the 
rest of his body. ‘They were saved! 
With some ditticulty he paddled the 
i kainks back to Johansen, who admitted 
that these were the worst moments. he 
had ever lived through. Johausen now 
pulled off Nansen's wet clothes, put on 
the few dry ones they bad in reserve, 
spread the sleeping bag upon the ice 
and covered Nansen with the sail and 
everything he could find to keep out 
the cold. The next day Nansen was 
all right again, and in the evening 
they pressed forward once more on the 
march that finally brought them out of 
the arctic. z

As a preliminary to nearly all treat- 
ments, pigs are usually kept off feed 
from the night before until about 10 
o'clock the following day, when they 
are quite hungry. Then the feed, in 
which is blended the remedy adopted 
to remove the worms, is fed. A thin 
slop of shorts and water or milk is the 
most desirable medium in which to 
give the medicine. No definite expert- 
ments have been carried out to test 
the relative efficiency of the different 
remedies, but the following are some 
commonly used: 

Turpentine treatment.—For every 
thirty pounds of pig give one teaspoon- 
ful of turpentine in the slop. Repeat 
this for three or four successive days. 
Follow this with a dose of epsom salts,

Pains should be taken to dis- 
solve the lve very carefully and to mix 
it very uniformly with the feed. This 
should be fed for a couple of days in 
succession, and if fed every other 
week for a couple of weeks will give 
results. 

In all cases whére pigs are being 
treated for worms it is best to confine 
them to a small jot well littered with 
straw, so that all excrement of the 
pigs, which may contain eggs of the 
worms, will fall upon the straw, which 
may then be raked up and burned. 

Preventive Treatment.—This consists 
of providing a trough mide up in sev- 
eral compartments and placing in them 
the following ingredients, forming a 
composite tonic: Lone meal, two bush- 
els; charcoal, three bushels; wood ush- 
es, one bushel; salt, eight pounds; air
